In the first place, his
towards General Grant will keep him in the
background for some time to come. General
Grant is nnderstood by those who are in the
way of seeing him intimately to cherish a
dec]p desire for a re.slection. This feoling
will naturally grow stronger as the decisive
year of 1872 approaches, and the influences
which the President onn always bring to bear
will doubtless be oxerted to secure for him
the nomination of the Republican National
Convention, Aslong ns General Grant is a
candidate, General Sherman cannot and will
not enter the fleld; and when it is determined
that the Republicans will not have Grant, it
will be too late for Sherman to fish for their
nomination; indesad, his relation to Grant
would make it dificult for him to aeccepta
nomwination which Grant had failed to sscure,
;I}nngh it should be unanimously tendered to
1in.

Beosides, it is not now probable that in 1872
either party will adopt a military candidate.
The experience of the liclmh]i:‘nnu with
Grant hins been such as to give them a dis-
trust of shoulder-straps in civil office; and
even if he shonld now forsake his follies and
make a sensible and successful administra-
tion, he ean hardly recover, either for himself
or for other statesmen of military education,
the confidence he has forfeited. And as for
the Democrats, while there is nothing in
General Sherman's antecedents ar in his poli-
tical convictions to forbid their taking him
up, it is almost certain that they will be less
inclined to ran a military candidate in 1872
than they have ever been before,

For these reasons, we imagine that the
nomination of General Bherman at Louisville
will not be adopted by either of the groat
parties, but that it will remain without any
snbstantial consequences. There is also an-
other consideration which will be in the way
of his becoming President, When he came
to Washington last spring he was prevailed
upon to accept a present of a hundred and
two thousand dollars, raised, "as we were told
at the time, at General Grant's special request,
from various citizens of New York and New
England. Two-thirds of this large sum was
devoted to paying General Grant n greatly
ndvanced price for a house which Mr, A. K.
Corbin had proeured to be presented to him
three years before. The givers of these rich
presents were most of them patriotic men,
who desired to testify their appreciation of
General Grant's and General Sherman's ser-
vices to the country, and that was all right,
Bint Genernl Grant has found in these dona-
tions n renson for appointing some of the
least delicate and desorving of the donors to
high office; and with this proceeding the
country is justly dissatistled. Though it is
not believed that General Sherman hns been
actively a party Lo such appointments, yet the
fact that he hins been mixed up in the busi-
ness at all will always stand in the way of his
attaining the Presidency, even if apart from
this unfortunate complication there were n
wide-spread disposition to nominate and
elect him.

THE METHODIST BOQK CONCERN.
From the N, Y, Tritene. -

Some months fgo, o great sensation was
made in this ¢ity by a report that a serious
mismanagiment had been discovered in some
departinents of the Methodist Book Uoneern.
Two distinet charges were made: —TFirst, that
the large amount of paper which is used by
the Book Concern, the largest religions publi-
eation bouse in the world, was not, as it
ought to have been, purchased by the agents
directly, but through middlemen, who thus
received a henvy commission which might
bave been maved; and secondly, that in the
bindery department frands had been commit-
ted, resulting in serions losses to the Concern,

During the lnst two weeks the General
Book Committee have been in session in
this city to examine the affairs of the Book
Estabilshment, inclusive of the charges which
had been brought agninst some of its officers,
We § publishen yesterday the report which
has been agreed npon by the majority. It is
very brief, and must strike every one who
recollects the grave and distinet charges which
had been mado as exceedingly cautious, With
regard to one of the charges—that against the
bindery department—the committee declare
themselves satisfied ‘‘that there has been
great mismanagement in this department,
and that serious losses have occurret] therein,”
It is but fair to add that the former head of
the department complaing that no opportu-
nity was afforded him to clear himself
from the charges brought against him,
and that he intends, as is reported,
to vindicate his management by bringing a
libel suit against the junior agent who
cansed this investigation. With regard to
the other charge—the purchase of paper
through middlemen—the report admits its
correctness, but adds that “'it does not appear
by any facts before the committee that the
Concern has suffered any serious loss by
such mode of making purchases.” With ufl
respect for the theological eminence of the
men composing the committee, we doubt
whether there are many business men who
will find such a report satisfuctory. ‘I'he
deninl that the Concern had suffered any
serions loss will seem to mauy to imply that
some loss hns been suffered; and if so, people
will naturally be anxious to know something
about its extent and the committes’s opinion
as to what constitutes a seriows loss, It had
been distinetly charged that some of the par-
tieg from whom the middlemen had purchased
the paper had expressly testifiad that the
wonld have sold the paper directly to the Il:m}l,i
Concern for the samne price which they re-
ceived from the middlemen, and that thus the
Coneern might have saved the commission,
We believe many will be disappointed by the
committee’'s entire silence as to this poeint.
The business habits of the Methodists must be
very different from thoss of other people, if
the Church at large will not demand a full
and distinet statement as to whether any loss
hos been suffered by this brokerage in the
purchase of the paper, and if so, now large
the amount has been.

The publie in general have been anxious Lo
learn whether the charges of mismanagement
against the officers of the great religions Bouk
Concern were bused on any fact or only on
false rumors, ‘T'he verdict on the committes’s
finding, we fear, will be that it fails to con-
vey, wilh satisfactory fullness, the desired in-
formation.
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“A LAST BLOW AT SBAILING SHIPS.”
From the N. Y, World.

The Kreening Post mukes the following bril-

Amid the surfeit of flashy gasconade about
the ezpwbed wonders to be wrought by the
BSuez Canal, we have met nothing quite so
absurd in its extravagance as this grave de-
livery by a paper which affects some know-
ledge crl’yrrnmmoroe. If it be true that the
opening of the new onnal gives the finishing
blow to sailing vessels, and will chnse them
out of existence, then a prodigions effect will
be produced by a small cause. Nine-tenths
of the vossels now afloat in all the harbors,
rivers, Iakes, seas, nnd oceans of the world,
are sailing vessels. How the Snoz Canal is to
cause o substitution of stenmships in their
stead is not very apparent, It would seem to
ordinary mortals that the Sunez Canal oan
change the characler only of the vessels that
pass through it; and these will bo so insignifl-
oant a fraction of the whole tonnage of the
world, that the Z’sf mnst either be ludi-
crously ignorant of the subject, or fancy that
by some stupendous miracle the sailing ships
are about to encounter a fate like that which
once overtook Plaraoh’'s army not far from
the site of the new canal,

If steamships are preferable to sailing ves-
sels in point of economy (and especially for
long voyages!) as the Post thinks, how does
it explain the foct that the great ocean lines
oxist only by subsidies? Great Dritain is
paying annual subsidies to lines of ocean
steamers amounting to about £1,000,000 a
year; and yet there subsidized steamers have
the great advantage over sailing vossels of a
large passenger traffie, which is altogether
more profitable than the carrying of freights.
The American ocoan lines had a feeble, flick-
ering existence so long as they wera subsi-
dized by onr Government, but perished as
soon as the subsidies were withdrawn,

The Post’s idea that stenmships arve best
adapted to long voynges is a very cruzy
whimsy indeed. It shows not only a tolal
ignorance of the statistics of the subject,
but, we are almost tempted to say, a total
destitution of common sense. For yon have
only to make the voyage long enongh, and it
will require the whole ecapacity of the ship
for the coal needed for propelling her, loav-
ing no room for any other cargo. In short
trips the fuel of a steamer ocoupics but a
small part of its space, and some classes of
freights can be carried at a profit without pas-
sengers or suhsidies,

It appears from the annual report of the
Chamber of Commerce, printad in 1866, that
the totul number of mrrivals of vessels in this
port from foreigm coun'ries, in the preceding
year, was 1662, of which only 151 werojsteam.-
ers. In the sume year the whole number of
arrivals in this port of vessels engaged in the
constwise trade was 7H72: of which 1004 were
steamers, Every trip of the same vessel
being connted as a separvate arrival, and the
greater speed of steamers enabling them to
make more frequent trips, the proportion of
steamers 19 suiling vessels is considerably
atusllor than the above figures would seem to
make it, So the Fost will pereeive that if
it offers its opinion as a prophecy, nothing
ghort of a miracle ean fulfil it; if as a deduc-
tiom, it is a conclusion withont any premises.

THE SPANISH GUNBOATS.
From the N, Y. Times,

Events soon pass from the public recolloe-
tion in these days, but probably our readers
have not gquite forgotten the Spanish gun.
boats, about which there has been so much
controversy. A whole fleat was being fitted
out in different yards, and it was only natural
to suppose that some part of it was intendod
for nse against the insurgents 1 Cnba, or for
the defense of the island against attacks from
outside sources. The Government was placed
in n troublesome position. On the one hand
it was beset with applications for interference
in the interest of the Cnbaum independence
party. The popular sympathies were, and
doubtless are, on this side. “*Why," it was
urged, *should you lend your aid to erush
out an attempt to drive Spain from Caba? If
yvou will not assist a people in their effort to
achieve their liberation from a foreign and
despotic rule, at least do not go out of your
way to rnin them. If you cannot help them,
do not help their enemies.”

This was a fair expression of the publie
feeling, Lut unfortunately public feeling was
not based upon a study of the law, ora con-
sideration of the question how far our Gov-
ernment would be justified in geizing these

unboats. Suppose they wore intended for
[(‘;}ulm. could we lawfully detain them ? Every
competent awthority would answer no, In
the present state of affairs Spain may build
ns any vessels as she pleases in onr yards,
provided they are not intended for wuse
against any power with which we are at peace.
Now wa have no knowledge of Cuba as an in-
dependent power, We only know it as a
Spanish dependency,

I3ut at this junctnre the seizure of the boats
was demanded by Peru., It was alleged that
the fleet was intended, indiveclly, for use
against that Government; and the boats are
still held upon that complaint, under the nen-
trality lnws. Dut it is obvious that the Goy-
ernment caunot continue to hold them with-
out regard to the demand of Bpain for resti-
tation. We have reason to believe that the
time is at hand when the administration will
feel itself compellod to have the case decided,
one way or the other, by the properly consti-
tuted judicial authoritios,

A contemporary, anticipating this necos-
sity, snid gome time ago that if, when the
Spanish Minister demmnded the relense of the
boats, “the independence party be repre-
sented by a govermment and an anuy,’ it
would Le (uite feasible to concede to the in-
surgents belligerent rights. But we are asking
now, as we were a yoar ago, where i the
“government of Cuba?” Ilere, howeyer, is
the Spanish Minister, and he claims the gun-
boats. He ulleges that they could not possibly
be used ngainst Peru, and that, moreover,
Spain does not oceupy m position towards
Peru which renders the use of gunboats
against ber at all probable, What, then, can
the Government do ¥ There is but one conrse
before it. It will undoubtedly send the case
before the proper tribunal, and the Pernvian
government will be required to make good its
claim, If it cannot do this the boats must
go free, or be detained only by virtne of some
step on the part of the Government for which
it has given no sign that it is prepared. 3
